
VkN at the American Hotel.Flight of the

Yesterday .?ening, about fire o'clock, an alarm of
tre was raised in Broadway, in the vicinity of the Park,
tames being observed issuing from the roof of the build¬
ing at the corner of Broadway and Barclay street, known
as the American Hotel. Greater Interest was excited
than even is usual on ordinary occasions, from the cir¬
cumstance of this being the quarters cf the Baltimore
Are company, in honor of whose arrival there was so

large a turn oat of the Fire Department on Monday last,
the 19th inst. How the fire originated, we oannot say-
it is certain, however, that it broke out in the upper
story, which forms the sixth floor of the building, and
which 1s used as a kitchen, in conjunction with a drying
room, also on the same floor, used for laundry purposes.
That fact alone will be sufficient to assign as a reason fqjr
the calamitous event, which, had it happened at a later
hour, might have been fraught with more fatal results.
The Baltimore visiters were absent at the time of the acci¬
dent, having gone to pay a visit toFranooni's Hippodrome;
but their friends and hosts were not forgetful of their in¬
terests. Columbia fire company No. 14, in conjunction
with hose companies Nos. 21 and 25, made immediately
a rush into the interior, and seeured.as much of the pro¬
perty of their Baltimore friends as they were able. All
that they could save was taken, we believe, to the resi¬
dence of Enoch Smith, the Assistant Foremen of Columbia
Engine Company No. 14, but whether all their elTects were

preserved by this means it would be impossible as yet to
determine. From the quantity of baggage that the Bab
timore fire company brought with them, and which filled
two large carts, we should not think it unlikely that some
of their trunks were lost or mislaid in the confusion. Too
much praiso cannot be bestowed upon the Colnmbia Fire
Company No. 14. who exerted themselves In the most
dariDg manner imaginable, and acted like real heroes.
At the time when the alarm was given, the fire was raging
with great violence, having gained consilerabie headway
before it was di-covored. It was, therefore, fouDd that
little good could be done in this emergency, on account of
the roof, which, bavin; become intensely hot from its
close prcximity to the fl»mes, pre;entod an insuperable ob-
stable to the ellorts of the fiermen ; for the water which
was played up'>n the top of the house fell otf again in
showers, literally boiling, so that for a long time it was a
doubtful matter which of the elements would acquire
the mastery. As a last resource, the firemen undertook
the difficult expedient of removing the entire roof, which
consisted of zinc, hammered out into thin sheets, and
which by strenuous exertions was rolled up into immense
/bids and bulled down into the street. The crash and
noise consequent upon the fall of this substance in large
xnastes from so great a height may be very easily
conceived, and it had a most startling effect. Wnile
the fire was raging many of the Ualtimoreans re
turned from the lltppodrome, and found everything
at their qiiarier* fa & sorry plight. They had been
Uken by storm by the enemy of all firemen,
whom it was found a difficult matter to dislodge.
Notwithstanding the energy displayed by the firemen in
working their engines, several of which were present
during nearly the whole time, the fire lasted for almost
three hours; but through the exertions employed the
ravages of the flames were confined to the floor ou whiclt
the tire broke out and the one below. The amouut of
damage done by fire is therefore limited to the destruc¬
tion of the fifth and sixth stories, with their contents,
although a vsit amouut of damage has been done by the
water. It could not be otherwise, for, on account of the
Are having first originated at the top of the building, ttie
efforts of the fiiemen were necessarily directed to this
part, and in consequence tbe lower part of the building
was deluged with water. The amount of damage causoa
by the accident could not be known at the time, hut the
proprietors of the hotel estimate the value of their pro¬
perty in tbe establishment at $50,000. upon which in¬
surances to the amount of $30,000 have been effected. The
building was about to be demolish^ in the tall, so that it
is very probable that the hotel will be closed, as it will re¬
quire a large outlay to effect the neces. ary repairs. Besides
the Baltimors engine company, there were many other
residents in the hotel, who have been thus summarily
ejected, and some of whom will be great losers by the ca¬
lamity. As a matter of course, they have all been com¬
pelled to look for fret h habitations, without a moment's
warning. Nowhere is a fire so fraught with disagreeableinconveniences as in a hotel, where so many persons are
often residing at the time, many of them perfect stran¬
gers to each other, and perhaps without any friends or
acquaintance in the piece of their abode. We are there¬
fore very sorry that so unfortunate an event has happenedto mar the felicity of our Baltimore visitors, as well as of
the other lodgers in tbe establishment.
